brary main entrance, the connecting hallway and the 
adjoining conference room. 


6. Refit and installation of climate control 
equipment providing service to the technological 
support areas of computer services. This project re- 
placed aging and failing HVAC equipment, provid- 
ing protection and service to the main computer tech 
and phone systems support area. The installation in- 
cluded removal of old equipment and provided fur- 
ther space in the area. 


a Refit and renovation of workspace and pub- 
lic information office area located in the President’s 
office complex. This project has prepared the space 
needed for College administration. 


8. Cleaning and resealing of Library exterior. 
This project, which is nearly completed, cleans and 
reseals all exterior Library surfaces. Painting of 
wood siding and exterior metal doors will follow 


and will be completed by in-house staff. 


» Repair failing/damaged stairs and walkways 
campus wide. Substantial progress has been made in 
this area, including the installation of ten disabled 
access ramped curb cuts throughout the Jerome Ave- 
nue campus. 


10. Improvement of exterior lighting. The plan 
for exterior lighting improvements has been ap- 
proved by the campus Safety Committee. The first 
phase of lighting equipment has been purchased and 
phased installations will begin on the South border 
and parking areas of the Jerome Avenue campus.
